The inevitable result is, of course, 
that Europe and Amcrica still fail to. 
understand one another, ~The out- 
come has left a bad impression, and 
the masses of the people who do.not 
tnderstand the American constitution 
feel that the United States has bro- 
ken faith with them; that they accept- 
ed the League of Nations proposed 
by President Wilson when it is gen- 
crally admitted a satisfactory ‘and 
workable peace treaty could have been 
achicved in a relatively short time 
without. the inclusion of the League 
covenant; and that now the United 
States haggles over and will possibly 
reject the policy for which President 
Wilson was the sponsor. ath 
If, instead of going to Europe him- 
self, President Wilson had sent en- 
voys to negotiate the Peace Treaty, 
Europe would have better understood 
the situation, because President Wil- 
son was only a negotiator himself and 
possessed no greater power—although 
wielding a greater influence—than any 
other United States delegate. His 
very presence at the Peace Confer- 
ence, and, to put it mildly, his  fail- 
ure to enlighten Europe as to his ac- 
tual powers and standing, is today the 
cause of much misunderstanding ‘and| 
some bitterness which might, and 
ought, to Irive been avoided. — ~

America 


Among the more astute and well 
informed diplomatists, statesmen and 
publicists of Great “Britain. and 
France, and to an increasing extent 
in the United States and certain Eu-

That the development of co-opera- 
tive activity among Saskatchewan 
farmers should be community~breed-

Oltawa.. — Immigration: to: Canada 
for the calendar. year 1919 totalled 
117,633, an increase of 67,393° over 
1918, or 134 per cent, Of the 117.633 
new settlers who entered the Dom- 
inion last year, 57,221 were fromthe 
British Isles and principally soldicrs’ 
dependents; 52,064 from the United 
States, and. the balance of 8,318 from 
other cotintrics. 

In 1918 the totals were: 
Isles, 4,484; United States, 
other countries, 5,592. 

Inmigrants from the United States,’ 
the majority of whom were of the 
farming class, brought with them in- 
to this country cash and. effects am- 
ounting to $18,419,406, compared with 
$7,351,047 in 1918. 

Of the Americans who took up res- 
idence in Canada last year, Alberta 
attracted more than any other, prov- 
ince, The..number who went ‘there 
was 13,883; Ontario got 12,093; Sas- 
katchewan, 8,672; Quebec, 6,617; 
Manitoba, 4,465; British Columbia, 
3,601; Maritime Provinces, (2,593; and 
the Yukon territory, 140. 

Ontario was the favorite. province 
for the British settler last year, re- 
ceiving a total of 23,914. British Col- 
umbia came next-with 8,346; -Mani- 
toba, 5,918; Alberta, 5,867; Quebec, 
5,513; Saskatchewan, 5,087; Maritime 
Provinces, 2,609, and |\Yukon ~ terri- 
tory, 7. ‘ 

Last year 20,211. persons were re- 
jected as unable to comply with the 
immigration regulations, 

The increase: in rejections at bor- 
der points was 132 per cent, over 
1918; at ocean ports the rejections 
last year were 497, compared with 
only 53 in the previous year. 

Deportations at points on the

Northern project, 
is about to prepare an official report 
of his investigations for submission to 
the Alberta legislature. 

Mr. Anderson considers the propos- 
ed irrigation scheme in -the northern 
Lethbridge district entircly feasible: 
Mr, Anderson states that. he is satis- 
fied that adequate water supply is 
available. The survey ‘work already 
done by the Dominion-government 
has been carried. out with great care- 
fulness and accuracy, but the estimate 
of costs that had ‘been currently -ac- 
cepted, largely on local and unefiicial

Use of Airplanes 
_ Inthe Far North 


To be Tried for Fire Ranging and 
Commercial Transportation in 
Saskatchewan. ~ 

Major Arthur Lincoln, representa- 
tive of the Dominion Air Board, has 
visited. Saskatchewan and conferred 
with various bodies respecting - the 
possibilitics of the dcevclopment. of 
the use of aircraft in this province for 
commercial and -departmental — pur- 
poses. As a result_of his visit, he is 
recommending to the Dominion Air 
Board the establishment of alr ser- 
vice stations in North Saskatchewan; 
the establishment ~of an air service 
training school in Regina; the estab- 
lishment of air patrols to cover the 
forest areas of the northern part of 
the province; the encouraging of the 
use of aircraft for commercial pur- 
poses in bringing from the far north 
small but valuable shipments of furs; 
making airplanes available for police 
services in the north country as well 
as.on the International Boundary line 
between. Saskatchewan and the Unit- 
ed States. He also recommends that 
aircraft be used for photographing 
the unsurveyed arcas of the north 
country to assist in locating land 
suitable for ranching and mixed farm- 
ing, and the use of airplanes on cer- 
tain mail routes in districts where the 
present service is poor owing to lack 
of adequate railway facilities. 

Major Lincoln discussed the pro- 
posed air service with Inspector Tait, 
of the provincial police, who are con- 

sidering the use of hydro-airplanes for 
the far north patrols. The plane de- 
sired is one which will alight on wa- 
ter or snow and which is capable of 
flying in weather 40 below zero,
